This is the way to know thyſelf finful; and as thus to- 
know thyſelf is the belt of divinity, as Demonax ſaid of 
philoſophy ; ſo thus to aggravate thy fins in thine own 
fight, is hs only way to have them extenvated in the fight of 
od. Whence the more holy a child of God is, the 
more ſenſible he is of his own unholineſs, thinking none fo 
vile as himſelf: as it fared with holy 7ob, chap. xl. 4. 
and xlii 6. and //ziab, chap. vi. 5. and Ixiv. 6. and 
with St. Paul, 1 Tim. i. 15. Rom. vii. 14, to 25: and with holy 
David, who almoſt in every pſalm ſo much bewails his 
an fins, original and actual, of omiſſion and commiſ- 
on. 

Carnal men are only troubled for thoſe ſins that appear 
to the world; but thoſe in whom Chriſt is formed anew, 
think they cannot be humbled enough for their evil thoughts, 
vain and unptofitabie words, for the evil which cleaves even 
to their beſt actions; for fins of omiſſion, as the want of faith, 
and love, and repentance, want of the true fear of God, 
and unprofitable hearing, the neglect of preparation, of 
praying and reading in their families, of inſtructing their 
children and ſervants, of ſanctifying the ſabbath, and ſeeing 
that all under them do the ſame; their unfruicfulneſs under 
the means of prace, their not growing in grace, and the 


like. And thus do all experimental chriſtians; all that have 


ſpiritual eyes: The want whereof I take to be the cauſe 
of all deſperate wickedneſs; as what elfe but invincible 
ignorance is the cauſe, why wickedneſs ſo abounds in every 
corner of the land? Sin indeed at firſt the cauſe of igno- 


Trance, but now ignorance is the cauſe of fin. Swearing 


and ſying, and killing, and ſlcaling, and whoring abound (ſaith 
the prophet) becauſe there is no knowledge of God in the land, 
Hoſ. iv. 1, 2. Jt is people that do err in their hearts, ſays 
God, Why? Becauſe they have not known my ways, Pal. 
xcv. 10. Te are deceived, ( ſaith our Saviour) becauſe ye 
known not the ſrriptures, neither the poxwer of God, Matt. xxii. 
29. When Chriſt wept over FJeruſalem, what was the 
cauſe?

Yea, the opinion of thine own righteouſneſs, makes 
of y condition far worſe than the wickedeſt man alive. For 
Chriſt that came to fave all weary and heavy-laden finners, 
(be they never ſo wicked) neither came to fave, nor once call 
thee that haſt no fib, but art righteous enough withoot him, 
As hear his own Words to the proud Phariſees, who had the 
ſame thoughts of themſelves as thou halt ; They that be ⁊uboli 
need not @ phyſician, but they that are fick ; 1 am not come to call the 
righteous, but finners to repentance: the bfi ſheep of - the bouſe of 
ae}, Matt. ix. 12, 13. and x. 6. and xv. 24: and viii. 11. 
Nor can any ſoul be fo dangerouſly. fel, as thou, who art 
leaſt ſenſible of thy being fick.

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Briefly, vat], with Se. Paul, thou renoanceft thine own 
' righteouſveſs, ſeeſt thyſelf the reateſt of finners, and art able 
to diſcern fin in every thing thou canſt thiok, ſpeak, or do, 
and that BY very righteouſneſs is no better than filthy rag 
Iſa.

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Faith and holineſs are 2s inſeparable as life and motion, the 
ſon and light, fire and beat, ice and coldneſs, the ſpring and 
greenneſs, the roſe and ſweetneſs, ſteel and hardneſs, chryſtal 
and clearneſs, pitch and foulneſs, honey and ſweetneſs. Again, 
faith believeth the threats of the word, together with "the 
promif-s. Now thou who pretendeſt belief in the promiſes, 
ſhew me thy belief in the threatnings. For didſt thou be- 
lieve the truth of thoſe menaces, which God hath demwounced 
againſt unclean, covetous, ambitions, unjuſt, envious, malici- 
ous perſons, and ſuch like finners. How durſt thou then ſo 
wallow in theſe fins, that if God inſtead of hell, had promiſed 
heaven as a reward unto them, thou couldit do no more than 
thou doſt? Why ſhouldſt thou deceive thyſelf with an opinion 
of faith? When indeed thou believeſt not ſo much as the De- 
vil does: for he believes (namely the threatnings of the word) 
and trembles for horror, James ii. 29. But thau goeſt on id fin, 
even mocking at the menaces, and in the 1 of thy 
heart, giveſt them the lie; ſaying, ne ſuch thing ſhall befal 
me.

THIRDLY, Touching their repentance, my avſwer is, 
True repentance for fin, is a turning from every fin to the cha- 
trary good. In all true repentance is a change, both in the 
judgment from error to truth, and in the will from evil to good, 
and in the affections from loving evil and hating good, to love 


good and hate evil, in the whole man from darkneſs to light, 


and from the power of Satan unto God. Without which 
change, no repentance, no being ſaved. The two main and 
eſſential parts of repentance, are contrition or humiliation, and 
converſion or reformation. It is not true repentance, exce 
humiliation and reformation go both together, for either of 
theſe fingle, makes but a half, or halting repentance. An un- 
reformed ſorrow, is but deformed: and a forrowful reforma- 
tion, is but a very ſorry one. Humiliation without refortaa- 
tion, is a foundation without a building; and reformation 
without homiliation, is a building without a foundation. Ju- 
das was grieved for murdering Chriſt, yet no change followin 
he fell to murdefing of himſelf. It is not poſſible a man ſhould 
truly grieve, and be diſpleaſed for his fins, and yet continue in 
them without a change. 42 | 


.. FOURTHLY, As for their aſſurance of ſalvation, it is 
upon as good ground as all the reſt; for. they ſlumber, and 

ſuppoſe themſelves good chriſtians ; their faith is but a dream,

— of hell. Every. drunken beaſt and blaſphemer thinks 
to go to heaven, though none ſhall come there, nor once ſee 
God without holineſs, which they abhor. One minds no- 
thing bot his cups, another nothing but his coin, a third only 
his. eourtezan : yet all theſe appoint to. meet in heaven, but 
this is not the way thither. The /uf? of the fight, the luſt of the 
eyes, and the pride of life, 1 John ii. 16. is a broad way, but 
not to heaven. Micah, when he had a Levite in his houſe, 
thought that God loved him, Fug. xvii. 13. It is uſual with 
formaliſts, when they have the ſacraments in their belly, ro 
think that all is well. As the Jews thought, we may put 
away our wives, we may ſwear, we may hate our enemies, we 
may kill the prophets, ſubject the word of God to our tradi- 
tions, and follow our own ways; Why? ' Abraham is our fa. 
ther, John viii. 39. Bot by their leave, Chriſt calls them baſ- 
tards, and finds out another father for them, ver. 44. Le are 
your father the Devil, and the lufis of your father ye will ds. 
Profane libertines, ſuch as account not themſelves well, but 
when they are doing ill: yea, the moſt covetous oppreſſors, 
who may ſay as pope Leo did, I can have no place in heaven, 
becauſe I have ſo often ſold it on earth: every man of them hopes 
(I confeſs with more confidence, than judgment) to have be. 
neſit by the goſpel, when they will not be tied to the leaſt tittle 
of the law. But if Chriſt be not our king to govern us, he 
will neither be our prophet to forewarn, nor our prieſt to ex- 
piate. Except we forſake our fins, God will never forgive 
them; yea, he hath ſworn by an oath, that whoſcewer be re- 
deemed out of the hands of their ſpiritual enemies, ſhall ſerve bim in 
Bolingſi and righteouſneſs all the days of their lives. Neither can 
it conſiſt with his juſtice, to pardon ſuch as continue in an evil 
courſe of life. 

If Chriſt hath freed us from the damnation of fin, he hath 
alſo freed us from the dominion of fin. If with his blood be 
hath quenched the fire of hell for us, be hath alſo quenched 
the fire of luſt in us; Chriſt's juſtifying blood, is given us by 
his ſanAifyirfy ſpirit. He being conſecrated, avas made the 
author of eternal /alvation unto all them (and them only) that obey 
him, Heb. v. 9. Of whomſorver a man is overcome, even unto 
the ſame be is in bondage, 2 Pet. ii.
